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Abstract 



An article holder uses a gas flow, for example, a vortex, to hold the article in a desired position. The gas 
flow is substantially restricted to an article portion reserved for handling. The result of the processing is 
less sensitive to the condition (e.g. temperature) of that portion than to the condition of the rest of the 
article. Therefore, if the gas flow affects the condition (e.g., temperature) of the article portion contacting 
the gas flow, the processing result is improved.
